WASHINGTON (f — The House 


Friday night passed a bill raising 
postrJ rates $430,100,100 a year. 
The bill would raise the cost of 
mailing a first class letter from 
three cents to four cents. 


The vote was 217-165. 
The measure now goes to the 


Senate, where it faces an un- 
certain future in the waning davs 
of this session of Congress. 


Opposed by a majority of House 


Democrats, the bill was supported 
solidly by Republicans and some 
Southern 
Democrats. The 
vote 


represented a victory for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and. his adminis- 
tration. 


Since 1953, the 
administration 


has sought rate increases from 
Congress sufficient to offset an an- 
nual Post Office deficit running up 
to half a billion dollars, and to put 
the postal service on a balanced 
operating budget. 


Democrats centered their fire on 


the increase in first class mailing 
rates. 


This i n c r e s e , representing 


$295.700,000 of the total 
annual 


revenue increase, was branded un- 
fair by Democratic critics and de- 
scribed as a "33 1-3 per cent tax" 
on ordinary mail users. 


On the final roll call vote, 178 


Republicans 
and 
39 
Democrats 


voted for passage of the bill. Only 
four Republicans joined 161 Demo- 
crats in voting against it. 


Postal rate increases are a rar- 


ity in an election year. 


All increases would become ef- 


fective Jan. 1. 1957, except for sec- 
ond class increases which would 
take effect immediately once the 
bill became law. 


In addition to increasing 
the 


rate on first class mail from 3 to 
4 cents an ounce, the bill also 
would raise the rate on airmail 
postage from 6 to 7 cents. 


Rates on second class rates ap- 


plying to newspapers and other 
commercial publications would go 
up a total of 44^ million dollars a 
year, becoming fully effective aft- 
er five years of equal annual in- 
creases.

Pioneering Never Ends 


Ord wound up the celebration of its 75th 


anniversary with a flourish this week. Having 
tfken due note of the town's steady progress 
since its birth, its citizens laid aside the past to 
engage in the early hours of the next 75 year 
period—one we dare say uhich will lead to 
developments of greater dimension and less 
caiculability than the 75 years just ended. 


Ord is an example of dozens of other Nebraska 


communities which in recent years have cele- 
brated seventy-fifth or hundred year anniver- 
saries. While it is sweet and nostalgic to look 
back at the pioneering days and the beginning 
of Nebraska's modern history these celebrations 
have been doing more than temporarily reviving 
former customs for the pleasure and entertain- 
ment of this generation. They are indeed an- 
nouncing the end of an era and the preparations 
lor a plunge into a nuclear age whose possi- 


bilities are fraught with great rewards and 
equally great chances. 


The only thing that truly ties with the past 


As surely as the 
pioneer took the calculated ris«t of an Indian 
arrow, life on an unproven claim, extreme hard- 
ship on a delicate balance between rum and 
success so are today's sons of pioneers willing 
for the calculated risk in that modern and 
capricious alchemy that can produce a Nebraska 
beyond the stretch of current imagination, or 
something quite unlike that. But there is this 
that forecasts success.

It was those 
qualities that won out for our forefathers and 
the legacy remains.

Like the mother-in-law, hay fev- 


er has been the butt of many jokes 
—but there is nothing funny about 
it. 


Perhaps it is the red nose, bleary 


eyes and sneezing that induces a 
sense of the comic; that's because 
the onlooker may not know of the 
sleepless nights, loss of work, sinus 
infections and economic toll due to 
the estimated 10 million hay fever 
sufferers in the United States. 


In 1876, when the population was 


50 million, there was only an esti- 
mated 23,000 to 50,000 hay fever 
sufferers. Does this mean hay fev- 
er is on the increase or do we just 
know more about it and can recog- 
nize it better? 


That's only one of the questions 


we have to answer. Here is what 
we know—and what we still have 
to find out—about hay fever. 


First of all, hay fever is a mis- 


nomer. It is neither caused by 
hay nor accompanied by fever. But 
th° term has stuck. 


We believe hay fever is an al- 


lergy and not a neurosis as was 
claimed by some in 1876 and' is 
still being claimed by others in 
1956. 


This means hay fever is caused 


by an active substance in airborne 
pollen (flower dust). 


This substance, when inhaled, 


combines with special 
chemicals 


in your nasal tissues in an explo- 
sive 
chemical 
reaction 
which 


^causes swelling of the tissues. 


The pollen comes from common 


grasses, weeds, trees and other 
plants which depend on the wind for 
fertilization rather than insects. To 
fertilize, these plants produce tre- 
mendous amounts of pollen to pro- 
vide for chance landings on the fe- 
male flower. In reproducing this 
way, they contaminate the air we 
breathe.

len from trees such as elm, maple, 
birch, ash, poplar and oak and 
occur mostly in April and May. 


The midsummer season, • f t e n 


called "rose fever" time, is cau.sed 
mainly by timothy, blue grass and 
other grasses. This is the most 
common type of hay fever outside 
the United States. 


The king of hay fever plants is 


the ail-American ragweed, which 
reijjns supreme in the U.S. It is 
difficult for foreign doctors, to ap- 
preciate the severity of our fall hay 
fever season, occurring in August 
and September in most parts of the 
nation. 


To understand hay fever, one 


must realize that the pollen count 
varies from season to season ar.d 
da> to day. On cool or rainy days 
there may be virtually no pollen 
in the air. If ihe wind blows from 
the lake in Chicago or from the 
ocean in New York City, the pollen 
count is decreased. 


If it is hot and windy there is 


more pollen bur a consistently hot 
and dry spell may burn up the 
weeds. Hence all suggested reme- 
dies, claims for rehef and new 
"cures'1 must all be judged in 
terms of the pollen count. 


We must also remember that air- 


borne pollen is not the only causa 
of hay fever. Recently it has be- 
come apparent that there arc hun- 
dreds of thousands of people who 
get hay fever from inhalation of 
mold spores (microscopic seeds). 
This allergy is most frequent ia 
gram-producing areas. 


To improve effective treatment 


of these victims we need to know 
more about the substances in th« 
great varieties of molds. Separa- 
tion or the crude mold substance 
into elements mi^hc disclose a sub- 
itance which may immunize al- 
lergic persons better. 


Such researches are going on in 


our laboratory at Xorthvvestern, st 
Washington University in St. Lou- 
is, in Texas and elsewhere. 


Eul uhat can we do right now 


for you and your hay fever? Im- 
munizing shofs have become aJ. 
most universally accepted. A" ser- 
ies of injections is necessary, some- 
times o v e r a period of several 
jears. 


Duration of rehef after stopping 


treatment may be short ar it may 
last for several years and is some- 
times permanent. Very little haz- 
ard is connected with this treat- 
ment. 


Admittedly this treatment is not 


perfect. It would be much better 
if a few shots would suffice and 
if the results were more complete 
and more lasting. Research labo- 
ratories across the country ar« 
busy as beehives to achieve this 
goal.

Lincoln's protest on the handling 


of makeup games for the first half 
of the Western League's split sea- 
son is running into a handful -of 
technicalities with no one willing 
to make a decision.
